IOWA FARMERS FAVOR SENATOR BROOKHART 


APPARENTLY 
REPUDIATE THE 
ADMINISTRATION 


VETERAN SENATOR CUMMINS IS 
DEFEATED BY LARGE 
FIGURE 


Further Tax Cut Seems Probable in Near Future 


DEMOCRATS NOW BASE HOPES 
ON WINNING BECAUSE OF 
SPLIT

Des Moines, la., June 8. — The 
Iowa farm vote today had apparently 
repudiated the national adm inistra­ 
tion by naming Smith W. Brookhart 
as the republican nominee for United 
States senator. 
Returns from more than one half 
of the precincts of the 
state 
this 
morning indicated that 
Brookhart, 
progressive proponent of agricultural 
relief, had defeated the veteran Sen­ 
ator Albert B. Cummins 
by 
more 
than 30,000 plurality. 
Some politi­ 
cians estimate that Brookhart 
will 
pile up a lead of from 50,000 to 70,- 
000 votes over Cummins, close friend 
of the national administration, by 
the time the final ballots are cast. 
The vote this morning shows Brook­ 
lin^ 123,723, Cummins 85,554. 
Other republican candidates were 
running far in the rear. 
In the democratic race, Claude R. 
Porter had a good lead over J. C. 
Murtagh, wth J. C. Files running a 
good third. 
Senator Cummins, now 76 years 
old, was first elected to the senate 
18 years ago on a farm relief plat­ 
form. 
Brookhart, the new nominee, 
is 56 years old, and served one short 
term in the senate, having been de­ 
feated by Daniel J. Steck, democrat, 
in 1924. 
Democrats are basing their hopes 
of winning the election through the 
split in the republcan party similar 
to the break which elected Steck in 
1924. 
In th a t election the regular 
republicans who hold a brief against 
the 
progressive Brookhart, 
broke 
from the republican ticket and gave 
Steck sufficient strength for election. 
So complete was the rout of Iowa’s 
senior senator today th at even hts 
own supporters admitted his defeat, 
so far as the early returns were con­ 
sidered. 
The defeat of Cummins and the 
nomination of Brookhart, a farm bloc 
leader, who was defeated for his sen­ 
ate seat in 1924 by Daniel J. Steck, 
only after a senatorial recount, can 
easily be construed an answer of the 
Iowa farmers to the national admin­ 
istration’s farm policies. 
When the president spoke in Chi­ 
cago last summer the Iowa voters for 
many years republicans, began 
to 
disagree with the national adminis­ 
tratio n’s farm relief 
policy. 
The 
state hardest hit by the collapse of 
land prices, banks and farm products, 
started talking and listening to farm 
relief measures. 
Since that meeting numerous farm 
relief sessions have been held 
over 
the state and the Haugen bill has 
been the principal discussion. 
For­ 
mer Senator Brookhart, posing as the 
savior of the Iowa farmers, capital­ 
ized this sentiment in his vigorous 
state wide campaign. 
The issue became even more clear 
cut in the closing hour of the cam­ 
paign -when the senate farm bloc, 
composed of a group of middle west­ 
ern progressive leaders, urged Iowa 
voters to repudiate the national ad­ 
ministration and name Brookhart as 
the republican nominee. 
Today’s vote apparently was the 
voice 
of 
resentment 
against 
the 
“ eastern 
viewpoint” *w'hich 
Iowa 
farmers claim Senator Cummins has 
accepted along with his close align­ 
ment to the national administration. 
Cummins a few years ago was known 
as a progressive republican fighting 
for farm relief but as he grew older 
in senate duties he has become more 
and more of a stand pat republican. 
Cummins workers in the campaign 
attempted to keep the administration 
out of the fight, declaring that Cum­ 
mins was a thorough 
disciple 
of 
farm relief and that he had broken 
with Coolidge over farm relief. This 
argument, however, apparently hAd 
little effect.

London, June 8 .— (U P )— Threats 
have been made to kidnap the Duchess 
of 
York, 
daughter-in-law 
to 
King 
George and Queen Mary, today’s Daily 
Mirror said. 
An illiterate letter, con­ 
taining the threat, was intercepted en 
route to her royal highness, the paper j 
reported. 
It was understood that the letter 
mentioned 
the 
Duchess’ 
impending 
visit to Sandwich as a guest of Lady 
Astor as the time determined upon 
for the kidnaping. 
A lunatic with a 
hatred for the entire royal family is 
believed to have written the letter, as 
it was reported that a letter similarly 
scrawled was received at Buckingham 
palace a few days ago. 
The Duchess’ name has been unusu­ 
ally prominent in the newspapers dur­ 
ing the last two months owing to 
the birth of her daughter, the Princess 
Elizabeth Alexandra Mary. She is the 
wife of the King’s second son, the 
Duke of York. 


CLARE, BELIEVED TO BE BEN­ 
NETT DOTY, CHARGED 
WITH DESERTION 


Paris, June 8.— (U P )— Acting on 
Premier Briand’s instructions, War 
Minister Paul Painleve today 
tele­ 
graphed the general commanding the 
army of the Orient at Damascus, ord­ 
ering him to prevent the execution 
of Gilbert Clare, American member 
of the foreign legion. 
(Clare is believed to be Bennett 
Doty of Memphis, Term., and Biloxi, 
Miss.) 
This step was undertaken despite 
the fact that Paris has not been of­ 
ficially informed of any order to exe­ 
cute Clare, "the war m inistry having 
no facta on the case beyond the in­ 
formation th a t the American was 
charged with attem pting to desert. 
At the war ministry doubt 
was 
expressed of the report 
th a t 
the 
council of war had ordered the exe­ 
cution of an American since under 
normal circumstances Paris 
would 
have been advised of such an order. 
At the time Briand acted, Ameri­ 
can Ambassador Herrick had not yet 
received Instructions from W ashing­ 
ton in the case, but half an hour 
later he was instructed to intercede 
formally on the American's behalf. 
Sheldon W hitehouse of the Ameri­ 
can embassy staff, will call on the 
foreign office this afternoon to dis­ 
cuss the case. 
Premier Briand’s act in which he 
used his power of grace without con­ 
sulting President Doumergue, was a 
dram atic one. 
G etting his informa- 
ton of the case 
from 
newspapers 
w ithout official reports 
confirming 
th a t the American was in danger, he 
acted even before being approached 
by friends of the prisoner.

THREE 
OTHER PLANES MADE

Minneapolis, June 8.— (U P )— An 
aviator was killed in a crash in es­ 
tablishing two way contact by air 
mail route between Chicago and the 
northwest. 
‘Three other airplanes 
made forced landings, but two reach­ 
ed their destinations safely. 
Elmer L. Partridge of Chicago, fly­ 
ing an arplane of his own construc­ 
tion, was killed. 
He made the trip 
from Chicago safely and then took 
off from the St. 
Paul-Minneapolts 
field, apparently was carried off his 
course and crashed iu a field four 
miles south of Mendota, late Monday. 
Fierce headwinds were combated 
by the pioneers of air mall service

Upholds Imposition 
of Bread and Water 
Diet for Offender 


Lincoln, Neb., June 8,—(UP)—The 
Nebraska supreme court today upheld 
the Imposition of a bread and watar 
diet for the first 20 and the last 20 
days of a two months sentence for 
violation of state liquor laws. 
The case was on appeal from the 
findings of Judge Orville Chat of Burt 
county. As the result of the opinion, 
written by Justice W. H. Thompson, 
with his associates concurring, Ray 
Carson and Thomas Nelson face 40 
days of light fare In the county jail. 
Four men, Howard Whitacire, Cecil 
Hotelman, Carson and Nelson origin­ 
ally were assessed a fine to $100 each 
and sentenced to 60 days, forty of 
them on bread and water diet, in jail 
by County Judge Chat. 
The law providing for both fine and 
Imprisonment was not in effect at that 
time and as the court cancelled the 
fine of Carlson and Nelson, they are 
tho only members of the quartet who 
will be forced to serve the “diet sen­ 
tence.” 


CLAIM FLAGRANT 
DISHONESTY EXISTS 
AMONG STUDENTS 


Madison, 
Wis., 
June 
8.—(UP)— 
Widespread and flagrant dishonesty 
among students of the University of 
Wisconsin bus led to recommenda­ 
tions by the faculty iii general session 
of more severe punishment in the fu­ 
ture of students caught cribbing or 
otherwise 
cheating 
in 
class 
room 
work. 
Penalty for first offenses in the fu­ 
ture will be suspension for one semes­ 
ter; second offense will draw expul­ 
sion. 
Adequate steps to combat the situ­ 
ation, faculty opinion declares, will 
demand 
reconstruction 
of teaching 
methods and class room proceedure. 
More thorough going study of the sit­ 
uation was recommended.

the lakes as to somewhat improve the conditions at the dams 
which, it is now stated, are preventing the fish from reaching 
their spawning grounds. 
“The reservoirs were built and have been operated for the 
benefit of navigation on the Mississippi River below St. Paul. The 
improvement of the rivers and harbors of the country for the 
benefit of navigation is not considered a “private undertaking.” 
This work has been carried on by the Government for tin 
benefit almost since the formation of this Government. 
In 
particular case in question, it is true that the water power develop­ 
ments do incidentally benefit by the water which is released from 
the reservoirs, but this is purely an incidental benefit.
